Company Dies At 75

body, died a t his suburban G erm an­ 
town hom e last night of acute dila­ 
tion of tile heart 
Tile Budd plants are located in 
Philadelphia and D etroit. 
Born at Sm yrna,’ Del.. Buck! be­ 
gan his trade as a m achinist 
in 
1887—first in his home town, then 
later with a Philadelphia m a rhine 
tool building 
firm. 
In 
1912 
he 
founded the Edward G. Budd m an­ 
ufacturing Com pany and four year.- 
later the 
Budd 
W heel Com pany. 
The two firms m erged last June. 
Budd's com panies 
are 
credited 
with inventing and developing the 
a ll-ated autom obile body and the 
all-steel autom obile 
wheel. 
They 
[also claim to have built the first 
[stainless .steel airplane and Hic first 
stainless steel lightw eight 
lilied railroad train.

Nor would the committee atop 
there, although these recommendations 
go further 
than proposals made by Republican leaders in Con­ 
gress. 
In addition, the report would lighten the tax bur­ 
den by immediate repeal of wartime increases in ex­ 
cise taxes, repeal of transportation and other “nui­ 
sance** taxes, lowering of estate and gift tax sched­ 
ules halving the present 25 per cent rate on capital 
gains, and reducing double taxation on earnings of 
corporations and dividends to stockholders. 
It sug­ 
gests that eventually gift and estate taxes be aband­ 
oned by the federal government and that double tax­ 
ation be eliminated. 
A companion import, issued earlier, recommended 
that the federal budget for the fiscal year 1948 be bal­ 
anced at approximately $25,000,000,000 
With expendi­ 
tures now at the astronomical total of $42,000,000,000 
a year. a slash of 40 per cent would be necessary to 
hit this target. Certainly $25,000,000,000 a year—one- 
sixth of the total income of the American people— 
should be sufficient to operate the federal government. 
The report points to nonrecurring expenditures of 
approximately $10,000,000,000 in the 1947 budget. Thus 
it will be necessary to trim only $7,000,000,000 of waste 
from federal expenditures to attain the $25,00,000,000 
goal. Tm* should not be difficult.

New Deal And Britain's 
Labor Government 
It is perhaps dangerous to try to draw a parallel 
between British and American politics but in some 
respects there is at least a surface similarity bqjween 
the Labor Government's position and that of the New 
Deal in its early days. Both attempted what amount­ 
ed to a peaceful revolution. For a number of years, 
despite its radical experimentation, the Roosevelt Ad­ 
ministration held and strengthened its grip upon the 
electorate. It was a full 14 years before th$ revulsion 
against radicalism, extravagance, and administrative 
incompetence reached 
sufficient 
force to cost the 
Democrats control of both houses of Congress. 
There has been nothing corresponding to a gen­ 
eral election in Britain since the Labor Government 
took office in July 1945. 
But the results of certain 
isolated by-elections seem to indicate that It, like the 
New Deal, will be solidly entrenched in power for a 
considerable length of time. There is bitter criticism 
a i any resentment against the government but it hag • 
not, as yet, affected Labor's strength among the elec­ 
torate as a whole 
This is, for instance, the first British government 
ainee Disraeli s Conservative administration of 1874 
to succeed in holding every seat in Parliament con­ 
tested at a by-election during its first year in power. 
K would be foolish to press the parallel too far. 
The New Deal s stay in power was 
unquestionably 
prolonged by the war. The winds of political fortune 
are subject to many hazards and sudden shifts. But 
It does seem likely that Britain’s Conservatives, like 
this country’s Republicans in the 1930s, will have to 
reconcile themselves to a fairly long period out of of­ 
fice. 


Note In A Bottle 
The old question of whether or not Adolf Hitler 
survived the last days in Berlin has been revived by 
the discovery—of all things—of a note in a bottle 
washed up on the Danish coast. The writer of the 
note, whoever he may be. claims that Hitler escaped 
from the chancellery, fled to Finland, took a subma­ 
rine lo Spain, and was lost at sea when the U-boat 
struck a wreck and sank off Gedser lightship. 
It is possible, of course, that this tale is true. After 
all, it is hardly possible to think of any account less 
authoritative and more likely to be false than one 
washed up in a bottle. 
There is no simpler and cheaper way, In fact, to 
start a legend than to write a note, stick it into a bot­ 
tle, and set it adrift. 
People who would not give a 
second glance to a scrap of paper in the .street would 
give the same scrap their fascinated attention if it 
turned up on a beach in a bottle. I here is something 
mysterious about messages sent this way which cap­ 
tures the imagination no matter how trivial they may 
be and whether they are true or false. 
The present note is not worth a moment’s serious 
consideration unless it is supported by more evidence 
than appears in the account reporting its discovery. 
It is only the first of a long line wnich will be turning 
up for years as long as there is the faintest doubt 
about Hitlers fate and the faintest chance of im­ 
posing on the credulity of the German people. 


Rent Control 
When the OPA'a House Advisory Rent Committee 
recommended a 15 per cent “across the board” in­ 
crease in residential rents and complete removal of all 
rent controls from new construction, it sounded the 
death knell of all rent ceilings. 
It had taken for 
granted that the fantastic system of priorities required 
to build a house would be scrapped by the new Con­ 
gress. unless Ten man jumps the gun 
From the very beginning 
of 
price control, the 
freezing of residential rents has been the rock bottom 
of OPA policy. While naturally opposed by landlords, 
federal control of rents has generally been recognized 
as the keystone of the program to hold living costs 
down while boosting incomes. It has contributed in 
no small part to the present housing shortage. 
There was an economic injustice to landlords in 
rent control in view of the dollar. 
In hundreds of 
thousands of instances tenants 
were forced to buy 
dwellings at inflated prices because the owner of the 
property in which they were living decided to sell ra­ 
ther than continue to rent at the figure set by the 
OPA 
The housing shortage is the most pressing of na­ 
tional shortages, having reached the stage of a near- 
emergencv. Undoubtedly, rent 
control 
has slowed 
ap artm en t house construction. 
Private housing con­ 
f r action and investment definitely need to be encour­ 
aged.

IPE is a gamble and man, from 
lime immemorial, has lived in 
a world surrounded by dan­ 
gers. 
In the past we were 
confronted with wild beasts and 
hostile neighbors; now, by mechani­ 
zation and speed. The well adjusted 
individual rarely gives such specula­ 
tions a thought and realizes that 
carefulness and caution will mini­ 
mize accidents. 
Because of the nature of his work 
the physician is always aware of 
breakers ahead. His most hazardous 
task is surgery, which he feels is 
Justified, whenever the results art 
worth 
the 
risk. 
Sometimes 
this 
course is 
lifesaving 
as 
in 
toxic 
goiter, infected appendix, or cancer. 
Others repair diseased parts. Should 
relief fail, criticism is the order of 
tile day. 


A good example is cataract, in 
which the lens in an eye loses its 
transparency thru the aging pro­ 
cess. Vision 
fails 
gradually 
and 
glasses are of no help. The only 
hope of restoring sight lies in an 
ingenious operation In which the 
cloudy lens is extracted. When suc­ 
cessful the sufferer praises the sur­ 
geon to tile sky; but in the small 
number of failures <3 per centi the 
disappointed individual often re­ 
sorts to scorn. 
Is this the physician's fault, the 
patients, or is it a m atter of fate? 
The question is answered lf the de­ 
tails of the operation are known 
and the pitfalls appreciated. Com­ 
plications can be traced to hard 
luck only 
when 
the 
surgeon 
is 
skilled and the patient in perfect 
condition. 
If Hie incision does not hold, the 
procedure will probably be in vain 
because the fluid in the eyeball may 
leak out. This possibility is not 
as great as it was in the past 
because better suture material is 
available and smaller incisions are 
made. On the other hand, if the 
sufferer does not cooperate during 
the first few days when healing is 
taking place much of the operator A 
good work can be nullified. Turning 
the head, coughing, strangling, or 
holding the breath are all contra­ 
indicated. To discourage activities 
of this type, sedatives are admin­ 
istered and an enema is given the 
night before. In addition, the oper­ 
ation is postponed if the subject has 
rn cold or similar indisposition. 
Another complication is a pe­

"iridocyclitis,”

prone to arise nine to 13 days after 
tile maneuver. Altho bacterial in­ 
vasion may be responisble. it is 
usually considered an allergic re­ 
action. perhaps to bits of lens tis­ 
sue which cannot be removed.

treated early, improvement often 
ensues. 


Hemorrhage and glaucoma some­ 
times enter the picture. The person 
with high 
blood pressure, heart 
failure, or diabetes is more suscepti­ 
ble. In these circumstances the vic­ 
tim Is asked to enter the hospital 
several days in advance of surgery, 
during which time tension can be 
reduced 
and 
other 
disturbances 
brought under control. But in spite 
of precautions, the disorders cannot 
always be rectified. 
These are some of the factors 
that 
must

considered.

ed. however, lf they occurred too 
frequently.

Lewis Pressured Fur Government Settlement Through 
Top Management in Coal-Using Industries; Steel 
And Wall Street Split Wide Open On Deal 


_ Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON. Dec. I.—Here is 
a blow-by-blow piddle of how John 
L Lewis has been frantically work­ 
ing behind the scenes to effect a 
settlement of the coal strike. 
Both government and industry 
are split wide open on how to han­ 
dle lawis. John L.. being a union 
dictator, has been able to play 
divide-and-compter all over tile lot. 
lits steady war of nerves against 
both tile administration and the 
operators is now beginning lo bear 
fruit. 
Immediately after it became cer­ 
tain the strike was coming on. John 
L called Cyrus Eaton. Cleveland 
banker, and asked him to come to 
Washington to help end tile strike. 
I jew Is 
next 
contacted 
Marry 
Moses, head of tile Henry C. Frick 
Coal Company and boss of U. S. 
Steel’s coal operators. Moses drove 
all night from Pittsburgh in order 
to be on deck in Washington next 
day for a four-hour session with 
Lewis. 


I/CWI* complained to Patton 
at their first secret meeting 
that he wan unable to contact 
anybody inside the government 
to negotiate a deal, mo Eaton 
became his liaison man. Eaton, 
whose 
Chesapeake and 
Ohio 
Railroad has a vital interest in 
coal mad who baa successfully 
Influenced power politics, im­ 
mediately got busy. Lewis told 
Eaton be was willing to make a 
deal, but that be wanted to 
force the government to post­ 
pone its legal Injunction and 
contempt 
proceedings 
against 
bim. 


Lewie also held two secret meet­ 
ings arith U. S. Steel's Moses, who 
operates more captive coal mines 
than anyone else in th#* world. At 
the first, he proposed that the cap­ 
tive mines sign an agreement with 
the U M W. which would keep the 
steel mills going. This would also 
have kept 50.000 miners on the job 
and would have provided an ojwn 
wedge for further negotiations with 
the entire coal industry. 


V. 8. Steel Say* No 
Moors took this up with top 
U. S. Steel official* in New York 
and, two days later, again met 
with Lewis secretly. The answer 
wa* that both U. S. Steel and 
Wall Street were split wide open 
on any possible deal. Benjamin 
Fairless, the corporation’s pres­ 
ident, was in favor of the Lewis 
proposal, but Irving Olds, chair­ 
man of U. S. Steel, opposed any 
separate deal with the miners.

This finagling was done large­ 
ly behind the back of Secretary 
of the Interior Krug, the man 
who is supposed to be in charge 
of coal for the government. This 
highlights the secret backing 
and filling of government offi­ 
cials regarding Lewis ever since 
the coal strike even threatened. 
At one time. Attorney General 
Tom (’lark refused to prosecute 
Lewis at Krug's request and for 
some days a bitter argument 
raged between the Justice and 
Interior departments over legal 
proceedings. 


On one occasion, a three-hour 
argument raged back and forth be­ 
tween the 
attorney 
general and 
Warner Gardner, assistant secre­ 
tary of the interior, over legal 
strategy, with all kinds of names 
turning the amasphere of Clark's 
office blue. 
Interior department officials pri­ 
vately 
charge 
Attorney 
General 
Clark with being too much im­ 
pressed with the legal ability of 
Lewis's chief lawyer. Welly K. Hop- 
kin*. who went 
to school 
with 
Clark In Texas and who once was 
associated with Clark in the Justice 
Department. They also say Hop­ 
kins for a time had hypnotized 
Clark, and that was why the attor­ 
ney general was loath to prosecute. 
However. President Truman has 
been 
strongly 
behind 
Secretary 
Krug and believes that there must 
be a showdown with John L Lewis. 
At ope cabinet conference, both 
Reconversion Director Steelman and 
Hic at t or ne v general took a position 
against Krug, but Truman em phat­ 
ically supported Uh* latter. 
Krug has also had some fiery 
sessions 
with

personally, 
which haven't leaked out to the 
press. 


Hi* la*t session wa* shortly 
before the strike, at whirh the 
Secretary of the Interior tried 
to persuade the beetle-browed 
bo** of the miner* to agree to a 
60-day strike truce, while the 
miner* negotiated direct with 
the operator*.

Today, of course. Lewis Is doing 
Just exactly what he then refused 
to 
do—namely, 
holding 
frantic, 
backstage talks with the operators 
whom he previously spurned.

for
